A Paris newspaper, the 7emps, relates that 
during the Berlin Congress Prince Bismarck 
personally proposed to the Turkish Pienipo- 
tentiary to curtail Bulgaria by making Tir- 
nova the Capital instead of Sophia, promising 
the support of Germany against Russian en- 
croachments in return for the right of Ger- 
many to occupy Varna in perpetuity. The 
Sultan rejected the offer, and Germany has 
since been less favorabie to Ottoman inter- 
ests. 


Tur directors of our Board of Trade have 
resolved to recommend that the board ad- 
journ over Wednesday, the 5th of October, that 
being the day on which President Cleveland 
will be in this city. The resolve is a cruel 
one. Should it be honored by an affirmative

The excuse for such 
action is that the members wish to see the 
sights that day, but they should hesitate at 
shutting up the greatest show of all in order 
to gratify a little curiosity of their own. 


THREATS WILL NOT DO. 

The Anarchists out of jail have replied to 
the decision of the Supreme Court with 
threats of vengeance in case the Anarchists 
in jail are hanged. The St. Louis faction is 
narticularly loud-mouthed and furious in its 
incendiary utterancés. One of its leaders, 


Max Stoehr, says: 

This action of the courts is horrible. This 
country will see some terrible deeds of vengeance 
if these meni are hung. Acts like that which 
shook the City of Chicago a year * last spring 
will be an every-day occurrence. lood and fire 
will rule, and when I look forward to the awful 
vengeance which the friends of the Anarchists 
will take lam afraid to behold it. All the An- 
archists have not been caught yet. and there are 
hundreds of fire-eaters among them. They will 
repay this work with deeds that will shake the 
country.

The result of this abstention of the 
Conservatives from voting has been a gradu- 
al disintegration of the Hadicals into war- 
ring factions, whose republican tendencies 
have menaced the stability of the throne. 

Leo XIII. is a politician by nature. He 
perceived that a favorable time had come tor 
action, and in May last issued an order with- 
drawing the injunction of Pius IX. and in- 
structing the priests to urge their flocks to 
take part in the municipal and parliamentary 
elections. They did so, and achieved impor- 
tant victories in Rome, Naples, Milan, Genoa, 
and other cities. Having thus laid the 
foundations of a Clerical party, the 284 of 
last May the Pope took the first steps to- 
wards building its platform by expressing in 
his allocuton to the Cardinals his earnest 
hope for a reconciliation between the 
Vatican and the Quirinal, followed up 
by an inspired article in the Papal 
organ which closed with these words: 
“ The Holy Father’s greatest desire in life is 
“that the Italian Government should seek 
“to bring about a reconciliation between 
“Church and State. It would not be diffi- 
cult to accomplish this if only the latter 
“were willing.” The 15tn of June the 
Pope addressed his famous letter to Car- 
dinal RampoHa, upon the occasion of the lat- 
ter’s succession to the office of Papal Secre- 
tary of State, made vacant by the death of 
Cardinal Antonucci. The Papal policy was 
therein outlined with greater detail. In this 
letter Leo XIII., although he made no claim 
tor a restitution of the Papal States, laid 
down the ultimatum that no reconciliation 
could be effected which was not based on the 
concession of a certain degree of temporal 
power; all that he claimed was a restricted 
sovereignty over a pat of Rome. An extract 
from the correspondence alluded to gives the 
extent of the Papal claim in a territorial 
point of view: 

It is well known at the Vatican that King 
Humbert is not averse to these views. Just a 
fortnight before the date on which the Pope's 
Itter was written an interview took place be- 
tween Mer. Anzino, the chaplain of King Hum- 
bert, and one of the principal prelates of the 
Vatican. In the course ot his conversation Mgr. 
Anzino remarked that the King personally was 
thoroughly disposed to favor the scheme for sur- 
rendering to the Pontiff a modified form of sov- 
ereignty over the Leontine City and the Borgo— 
that is to say, the part of Rome situated on the 
right bank of the Tiber between the Lingorra 
and the new quarter of the Prati di Castelli. It 
is needless to add that the Vatican. St. Peter's. 
and the Castle of San Angelo form parts thereof. 
This proposal has the entire spprovel of Prince 
Bismarck and is even regarded as a matter for 


favorable discussion by Sig. Crispi, the new 
Italian Prime Minister. ,

between the Church and the State now rests 
with the Clerical party in Parliament, which, 
under the withdrawai of previous restric- 
tions, it goes without saying will be greatly 
increased at the next parliamentary elections.

Neither fads nor ornamental studies nor 
those who profess to teach them ought to be 
allowed to consume time. The chil- 
dren should be allowed to move 
forward in real. studies. The teachers 
are able and willing to do the work 
They only want the opportunity. There is 
nowhere a more earnest ciass of women than 
our female teachers. They are far better 
than the men as instructors of children, the 
statements of some of our correspondents to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Out in the 
rural districts children make about three 
times as fast progress in the fundamental 
branches as they doin this city. They are 
not held back but encouraged to go forward. 
Those who have an aptitade tor arithmetic 
are not held back to keep step with the dull- 
ards. There is a writing, reading, and 
spelling lesson every day—often twive a day. 
Bright children are not held back to the 
mental pace of the slowestinaclass. “A 
Mother“ says that for a whole term a child 
is kept in a first reader learning:

THE VOLUNTEER AND THISTLE. 

After two ineffectual attempts to make a 
race the Volunteer Friday last so unmis- 
tallbly proved herself a faster yacht than 
the Mayflower that she was chosen by the 
America’s Cup commi to defend it as 
against the Scotch yacht Thistle in the forth- 
coming contest. The result proved that in 
every point of sailing the Volunteer out- 
sailed her famous competitor, and it may be 
added that she also proved herself a faster 


‘yacht than the Thistle, which accompanied 


the racers, making every allowance for the 
fact that the Scotchman may not have sailed 
her forher best work. On the homestretch, 
however, unless all appearances are decep- 
tive, the Volunteer both outpointed and out- 
footed her. 

Whtever may be the result of the contest 
for the America’s Cup it is certain that the 
race will be made by the two fastest yachts 
yet constructed in this country and in the 
English yards. Prior to coming across the 
water the Thistle had taken part in fifteen 
races and won. thirteen of them, several 
times beating both the Iren and Genesta, 


the Puritan’s old rival. The Volunteer has 


now taken part in seven races. The 5th 
of August she easily won the Goelet Cup at 
Newport, as against the big four American 
fiyers—Puritan, Atlantic, Priscilla, and May- 
flower; Aug. 6, she won the race from New- 
port to Cottage City; Aug. 8, the race from 
Cottage City to Marblehead, leaving the four 
out of sight; Aug. 11, the race at Marble- 
head, beating the Mayflower by twelve 
minutes and five seconds; Aug. 15, the 
second Marblehead race for the Brenton 
Reef Cup, beating the Puritan by twelve 
minutes and the Mayflower by twenty-two; 
Aug. 16, the Newport race for the Citizens’ 
Cup, beating the Puritan over half an hour 
and tne Mayflower over three-quarters of an 
hour. The series of unbroken victories closes 
with Friday’s race in New York harbor, in 
which she beat the Mayflower nearly twenty 
minutes. 

While the race for the America’s Cup will 
probably not be a walkover for either yacht, 
the probabilities of success, all things being 
even, lie with the Volunteer. The best work 
done by the Thistle was in her race from 
Harwich to South End, when she beat the 
Genesta six minutes, and in her next best 


race she beat’ her but five minutes. In her 


race with the Genesta for the America’s 


Cup the Puritan proved that she was at least | 


twelve minutes faster than her competitor,

WORK FOR THE NEW SCHOOL BOARD. 
Since the opening of the public schools in 
this city in the early part of the present 
month Tun Trisune has been in receipt of 
numerous letters severely criticising the 
course of instruction pursued in them. The 
general cause of complaint is that too much 
is attempted, and as a consequence very 
little is done well. Some are disposed to blame 
the teachers, but as a general rule the ac- 
cusation is against the School Board, which 
is really responsible for. the defective sys- 
tem. The board devises the course of study, 
which the teachers have to follow as well as 
they can. This is no easy matter, for the 
program is both comprehensive and intricate. 
The members of the School Board have their 


National banks of Chicago are now keeping 
on deposit with New York correspondents an 
average of $2,500,000 less than last year. 
They have every motive’ for holding their 
surplus funds in their own vaults The law 
requires them to have 25 per cent of the 
amount of their deposits constantly on hand. 
Of course the needs of current business 
oblige them to keep a baiance at the financial 
centre of the country, but aside from this 
there is no reason for being large depositors 
there. They, in most instances, receive in- 
terest of 1 to 2 per cent, if their balances 
reach certain amounts, but that is too small a 
percentage to draw much money. The whole 
tendency of the reserve law is to centralize 
Western capital in the principal Western 
city. Banks in the country tributary to Chi- 
cago can make Chicago institutions their re- 
serve agents to much better advantage than 
New York. 

State legislation has not yet had a very 
marked effect on the finances of the city, but 
it will without doubt before long.

There was no visible change in the charac-, 
ter of real-estate transactions during the 
week. The activity was not great but the 
‘market was strong, and there was no dispo- 
sition among holders to make concessions. 
This fact is worthy of note in wew of the 
Stagnation and decline in some other parts of 
the country where prices have heretofore 
been advancing rapidly. From every part of 
the United States where there has been 3 
boom, with the single exception of Southern 
California, come reports of flagging interest 
and adesire among holders to realize. In 
some places it is utterly impossible to 
sell at the prices of a few weeks 
ago, and at those points where the 
excitement has been the greatest there 
is a general fear of a disastrous collapse. 
But Chicago has taken no ground from which 
it will be necessary to retreat. The advance 
here has been gradual. Few purchases have 
been made merely for speculative purposes, 
and the buying of inside properties has been 
Based on rental vaive. It is true that atten- 
tion is directed mainly to acres and vacant 
jots, but they have not bought on nar- 
row margins, and the 
selling of options. The advance in acre 
property has not been phenomenal. There 
are good localities where the price per acre 
is not up to the level of fifteen years ago.

THE SUPERVISION OF THE BIG BUILDINGS. 


The care of the great office buildings and 
other important business structuresin this 
city has been reduced to a fine art by agents 
who make a speciaity of that branch of real- 
estate operations. One leading house em- 

loys a man to go the rounds of all the build- 
3 under its care every day and make a re- 
port. Daily reports are also required from 


one or two persons in the employ of the con- 


cern in each of the buildings. There area 
thousand and one things in all these build- 
ings to be attended to that the ordinary 
persons would never think of, and the 
employés are trained to observe them. 
The largest of the new office’ build- 
ings needs aman for each floor to do the 
cleaning and one man to supervise it. The 
whole building is let out toachief janitor, 
who employs his subordinates. Of course, 
everything in the way of wear and tear is re- 
atonce. Sois everything irregular 
in the conduct of an employé or a tenant. 
The condition of the engines, pipes and 
fixtures, elevator, etc., is carefully watched, 
danger pointe noted, and improvements sug- 
gested. case of an accident the statements 
of witnesses and of all persons having an im- 
mediate or remote responsibility are taken. 
It is often that some who gets hurt in an 
accident makes claims for damages, and ma- 
terials for a defense are necessary.

est and best buildings are very few. It is 
only in the older structures which are run on 
old-fashioned principles that there 1s much 
slackness. The men who built the high 
structures in this city have had to encounter 
considerable opposition and prejudice, which 
have calied forth their best efforts. And 
then there is a good deal of competition, and 
the best-managed building gets the best pat 
ronage, other things being equal. 
A8 TO THE ANNEXATION OF ENGLEWOOD. 
There is much discussion among real-estate 
owners to the south of the city as to the de- 
siravility of annexation to Chicago. The 
mae of the people in the thrifty suburb 
of Englewood appear to desire it. R. C. 
Givens, who is very familiar with affairs in 
that vicinity, says that annexation has be- 
come necessary from the fact that the town 
has al ther outgrown the machinery for 
the administration of its public affairs. It is 
acity withe vi government, he says.

| proportion of the construction is of wood. A 


great fire is always among the possibilities, 
and it would be very disastrous. Sixty 
thousend ple have settied in the Town of 
Lake in the last three or four years, and 
miles of sewer, paving, gaspipes, etc., have 
been provided, but a city government is 
needed to provide such improvements as fast 
as they are required. Previous to 1869 the only 
transportation facilities to Englewood were 
one or two trains morning andevening. Now 
the Rock Island, Eastern Illinois, and Michi- 
we Southern Roads are all running trains at 
requent intervals; there is a cable line on 
State street and horse-car lines on Went- 
worth avenue and Halsted streets, and the 
cars are often crowded. Normal Park has 
run up to a i, of about 15,000 in five 

ears, and Auburn, in the same vicinity, has 

200 to 1,500. These suburbs are growing rap- 
idly all the time. Even in South Englewood 
there have been erected some sixty houses 
in the last year, and that is a part of the ter- 
ritory which has attracted comparatively lit- 
tle attention till recentiy. As an illustration 
of the need of improvements which only a 
city government can provide, it is{ stated 
that the Town of Lake pays the Town of 
Hyde Park $7,000 a year for an extra water- 
supply. 

VARIOUS NOTES. 

There is profit in the improvements on the 
buildings on Wash mn street between Dear- 
born and Clark. No. 97 has cost J. B. Hobbs—orig- 
inal price and repairs—about $130,000, and he 
gets a rental of $16,000. Three or four more 
structures in the vicinity will soon be ready for 
occupancy with their new stories. 


A sale in a quarter to which very little at- 
tention has recently been called is that of filty 
feet, 150 deep, on Oak avenue near Stanton, at 
$100 per foot. The priceis said by experts to be 
rather below than above recent valuations in 
that part of the city. The location.is three 
blocks south of Thirty-fifth street. 


Mead & Coe have just sold for Simeon Klein 
to James W. Porter for $1,500 per foot twenty- 
three feet on the eastside of Fifth avenue 120 
feet north of Van Buren street. This is consid- 
ered a high price, but property in that vicinity 
has grown in value very rapidly since the con- 
struction of so many buildings in the wholesale

A. J. Cooper's hotel enterprise at Portland, 
Ore., seems to have been somewhat exaggerated. 
He will get a lot free of cost from the people of 
the city. and also about $100,000 in money, on con- 
dition that he builds a house worth §400,000 or 
$500,000. He has made application to a number 
of capitalists in this city for the funds necessary 
to carry out his scheme, and has been partially 
successful. itis understood that J. J. McGrath 
is one of the investors. 


The building at the northeast corner of 
Wabash avenue and Lake street occupied by 
Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. has been sold 
to that concern for 8120,000. The property is 
48x140 feet, and the price is therefore $2,500 per 
foot. The seller is the estate of J. C. Ayer, the 
famous patent-medicine man. The heirs of the 
same estate own other valuabie properties in 
this city, including the block opposit the Palmer 
House, in which is Matson's jewelry store. 

The Real-Estate Board is sending circulars 
to jeading property-owners of the city inviting 
them to become associate members. e circu- 
lar recounts what has been accomplished by the 
board, sets forth the advantages of such an or- 
ganization, and shows how desirabie it is that 
men having large property interest shall codper- 
ate with its members. The initiation fee for as- 
sociate members is $50, and the annual dues §20. 
The number of active members is about 120, and 
it is expected that the associate membersnip will 
be considerably increased by this step.

THE TORY IRISH LAND ACT. 


What It Does for Farmers—Its Good and 
Its Bad Provisions. 

Victoria's résumé of the work ot her faith- 
ful Commons, as set forth in the alleged 
„Queen's speech of Friday, can hardly be 
gratifying either to ner subjects or to her Min- 
isters. Once again has Ireland blocked the 
way of legislation for England, which only 
gets a limping, sickly allotment measure, 
under which municipal boards are permitted 
to acquire acre lots for agricultural laborers 
at moderate rentals. Scotland has to put up 
with a few local measures of no special im- 
portance. Ireland bas been treated to the 
usual Coercion measure. By way of a stand- 
off an Irish Land bill has been passed, which, 
however, is calculated rather to help the 
landlords to get their rents than heip tenants 
to have them fixed at moderate figures. 

This bill was a pretty fair measure when it 
was sent from the Commons to the Lords, 
but it was tinkered out of shape in the latter 
— In its present f rm, however, it 

, if liberally interpreted, benefit both land- 

and tenant. The provisions which favor 
the tenant are the following: (1) Those 
which permit tenants holding under leases 
antedating 1881, and whose term is ninety- 
nine vears or less, to apply to the land courts 
to have a fair rent fixed. Under the Glad- 
stone bill of 1881, as emasculated by the House 
of Lords, this class of tenants, numbering 
about 150,000, largely Ulster Protestants, 
were excluded from tie land courts and 
could not obtain relief from the excessive 
rents. (2) The clauses which provide fora 
review of the judicial rents fixed up to 
the beginning of the present year. 
According to the report of Lord Cow- 
per’s Land Commission there has been 
a fall of nearly 20 per cent in prices of Irish 
agricultural uce since those rents were 
fixed by the Irish courts, and there should 
be a corrésponding reduction in rents to 
meet it. Mr. Knipe, the farmer member of 
the Cowper Commission, Maintained that the 
fall in prices was fully 25 per cent. (3) All 
proceedings by the landlord to obtain posses- 
sion of a tenancy for the nonpayment of 
rent are stayed pending an appeal to the 
céurts for fixing a fair rent. The court, if it 
should determine that the nonpayment is 
through no fault on the part of the tenant, 
may treat the latter as a bankrupt, and give 
him time for the payment of arrears in in- 
stallments extending over a number of 
years. 

Those portions of tne bill which favor the 
landlord are: (1) The clause which per- 
mits him to carry out evictions by registered 
letter. After the receipt of this letter the 
tenant becomes a “caretaker’’ and can 
be punished under one of the clauses of the 
Coercion act if he does not move out on being 
notified to do so by the landlord. This is the 
eviction-made-easy clause. (2) The amend- 
ment made in the Lords known as the Cado- 
gan amendment which directs the land courts 
in reviewing the judicial rents to base their 
reduction, if any, on the fall in prices alone. 
No account therefore is to be taken of short 
crops, though they may have the effect of in- 
creasing prices, thus laying a foundation for 
increase of rent and defeating any benefit 
intended by the original measure. (3) The 
clause giving the courts wer to make 
the tenant’s arrears a lien on value 
of his future tenancy. This insures the land- 
lord the full amount of his back rent 
in time, though the action of the court in re- 
22 the rent may be equivalent to a ver- 
dict of robbery and extortion on the part of 
the landlord in the past. Thus a tenant 
whose rental has n per annum, and 
who owes two years’ rent, will have to pay 
the full amount, $800, though the court may 
reduce the rental for the future to $200 per 
annum. 

The tenants complain most about the Cado- 
gan amendment, as it is most likely to tell se- 
verely against them in this year of very short 
crops. According to the Westminster Heview 
for the current month, “since Black 47 — 
the year when a quarter of a million of peo- 
ple died of hungerand fever—there has not 
been a harvest so bad as what Ireland is reap- 
ing at this moment.” This is especially the 
case in Ulster, where the flax crop has been 
a comparative failure. Mr. T. W. Russell, 
the well-known Unionist member of Parlia. 
ment for South Tyrone, writing to the Lon- 
don Jimes the other day, said: 

Everybody who knows the facts must be aware 
of how things stand in Ireland. I tremble when 
I think of what the winter is to be. Flax is hard- 
ly worth pulling, oats are valuable muinly be- 
cause of the straw, potatoes area dead failure, 
an insect is ravaging the turnip fields. and the 
yield of butter is diminishing to an alarming ex- 
tent. Of course prices must go up, and, tied 
down by the Lords’ amendments, the commis- 
sion must vary the rents on the basis of the 1887 
prices, although—God help the le !—there 
will be little or nothing to sell. Y don't know 
what is to happen. The tenants may think them- 
selves well off if their rents are not increased. 

It will be small comfort for the Ulster 
farmer that flax fetches a high price because 
he has not much flax to sell, or to the Munster 
farmer that butter is high because he nas not 
been able to produce much butter. The hich 
price of produce wiil only have the 
effect of keeping up the rent, increas- 
ing it in some cases, as Mr. Russell 
suggests. Another cause of complaint against 
the Lords and against the Government for 
accepting the Lords’ amendment is the 
clause of the original bill bringing town 
parks within the cognizance of the land 
courts. Those tenants are usually small 
traders in the towns who farm the lands ad- 
joining them in order to supplement their 
trade earnings. The parks are no- 
where in existence. They area fiction of the 
law to protect the landlords from the opera- 
tion of the rent-reducing clauses of the Glad- 
stone act. The exclusion of the clause that 
would bring them under its operation affects 
a very large and important c.ass of the popu- 
lation. e landlo on the whole, seem to 
have the best of it. e Tories played into 
their hands. The act makes a profession of 
doing justice, while working injustice. Much 
depends, however, on its interpretation by 
the courts.

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INTERVIEW WITH HALSTEAD. 


Irish Sentiment in England—Gladstone’s 
Great Work—Blaine and the Presidency. 


New York Herald, Sept. 17: Tanned to a 


rich, roseate hue, contrasting in mild effect 
with his gray mustache and goatee, 
bluff, hearty, and full of humor, Mr. Murat 
Halstead yesterday was perhaps the happiest 
of the several distinguished persons who de- 
barked from the French steamer La Bour- 
gogne on her tardy arrival at her pier. He 
had enjoyed eight weeks of well-earned rest, 
had seen a great deal of the life that is worth 
seeing abroad, had communed with many 
public men of different countries whom he 
had encountered without having sought 
them, ana he returned refreshed and 
strengthened in body, mind, and soul to re- 
new his struggle with the mugwumps of 
Ohio. 

“ What can I talk about?” he said, when 
the reporter suggested that his visit to 
Europe ought to have been fruitful of useful 
impressions. I went over solely for recrea- 
tion and rest. It is the first time that I have 
done it in eight years. I took the most inter- 
est while in Europe in the public affairs ot 


Great Britain, because, I suppose, they most 
closely concern our people, and especially the 
Irish-American portion of them. I attended 
the sessions of the House of Commons while 
I was in London quite often, and I found the 
Irish members extremely attentive and 
courteous to Americans. 

Jas much struck by the progress which 
the Irisn question has made in the minds of 
the people of Great Britain. It is difficult to 
estimate too highiy what Gladstone has done 
for the Irisn nation by his moral influence 
alone, not to speak of the force of his logic. His 
candid and straghtforward policy is already 
vindicated, and to him must be largely at- 
tributed the growth of fraternity between 
the English and Irish, which never before 
existed. The generous course which he has 
marked out has found a supporting impulse 
in the masses of that nation, which is Ire- 
land’s traditional foe and oppressor. There 
is a fast-growing force in the public opinion 
which favors homerule. I have no doubt 
that it will speedily come. 

At the same time it will be well under- 
stood by the partisans of the measure that 
home rule does not mean dismemberment of 
the Empire. The Parliament of Great Brit- 
ain cannot deal with all of the details of the 
— . — of so vast a political aggregate. 

land must have her separate Parliament 
as wellas Canada and Australia. 

“The most serious impression that the 
state of affairs in England made upon me 
was due to the heated condition of the peo- 
ple themselves ing this same Irish 
matter. The Irish have carried the war into 
Engiand. Once stamp the truth of the Irish 
cause upon the common English intellect, 
and with the enlarged popular franchise it 
must be a most forcible element in tne con- 
tests that will be held at the polls. The 
classes who will wield these new suffrages 
are for the most democratic (I mean the 
normal sense of the word) in sentiment. The 
English masses ure not standing still any 
longer, and the Irish are wing in the 
‘tight little isle’ iteelf for future harvests. 

regard that as the most important fact 
in connection with the political situation in 
England today. So far as actual oppression 
of the Irish is concerned, I believe that the 
opposition has substantially won ite cause. 

e details of the victory have yet to come. 
In enlarging the franchise England inocu- 
lated herself with a sort of republicanism 
that is certain to bear its fruits. 

“T should not anticipate any immediate 
revolution, but instead of that a steady 
growth of the people in the affairs of govern- 
ment. That growth is pretty rapid, too. I 
don’t say that a dynasty or even a frame- 
work of government is to be swept away. 
The Prince of Wales is the sort of man who 
may be able to hold his own in a dispute with 
his future subjects.. He.is gifted with con- 
summate tact. He don’t om your corns 
by preference instead of the carpet. 

“By the way; I met the Prince at Hom- 
burg. I went there without Knowing that 
Blaine was there. I ¢an inform those of Mr. 
Biaine’s friends who feel solicitude about 
him that he is very well indeed; that he is 
activity and cheerfulness and versatility 
itself; and, for the bénefit of the mugwumps, 
that his magnetic qualities were never in 
fuller display than they are pow. , 

“ You may say this, and as poamvary as 
you like—Mr. Blaine is not coming back this 
fall, nor during the coming winter, either. It 
is quite probable that he will winter in the 
South of France or in Italy. He has no cast- 
iron program. 

He talks politics with great freedom, and 
speaks of himself with much impartiality. I 
have had no confidential communication with 
him. Events alone will decide whether he 
will come to the front again or not. It is not 
often that the will of one man is so important 
in respect to the Presidency as itis in his 
case. 1 do not think he has a personal weak- 
ness in the way of hankering after the 
idency. Many of the American people —and 
especially our mugwump friends—do a great 
injustice to Mr. Blaine in thinking that the 
Presidency is all that life contains for him. I 
don’t know of any man who has greater in- 
tellectual and social resources than he has.“

MONETARY. 


The bank clearings in this city, which showed a 
falling off earlier in the month, reached a hand- 
some total last week. On no day did they drop 
as low as $9,000,000, and the aggregate was nearly 
14 per cent above the total of the corresponding 
week in 1886. Thisis one of the many evidences of 
the increasing fall business. There is no specu- 
lation of any consequence, and yet the volume of 
trade is gaining quite as much as any reasonable 
person could expect. There were grave doubts 
during the latter part of the summer whether 
the present autumn would make as good a rec- 
ord for itself as those of preceding years on ac- 
count of the shortage of the corn crop, but the 
actual trade is here now, and there can no longer 
2 question about the activity of the fall of 


Business at the banks was without any remark- 
able features Saturday. The money market con- 
tinued steady with an Gpward tendency. There 
is more and more evidence of large borrowing 
outside the banks. Heretofore many business- 
men have borrowed largely in the East, and now 
that they find that source of supply closed against 
them they have turned to home institutions. Our 
bankers do not, however, consider that under the 
circumstances they are bound to go very much 
out ot their way to .accommodate them. They 
will certainly look out for their regular custom- 
ers first. These men have to pay top rates at 
the banks, and it is natural for them to try pri- 
vate lenders. The range of rates on the street 
is very wide. Some borrowers seem glad to get 
funds at 8 and 9 per cent, while a very few are 
said to be getting loans as low as 5. 8 course 
the latter class could get money at banks, 
but they can do better among private lenders. 
The banks are making some pretty sharp dis- 
criminations. It is believed t some of our 
concerns are floating too much paper, and such 
applicants are charged high rates, if they get the 
money at ail. 

The shipments of currency to the country were 
larger than on any p ing day of the week. 
St. Paul and „. sent in heavy orders. 
Eastern exchange sold at 60c discount, and some 
of the banks received large orders from other 
towns of the West. Sterling was quiet. 

The main featuren i the local security market 
was the increased strength of Consumers’ Gas 
5s. One bond sold on the -Chicago Stock Ex- 
change at 85%, and that price was bid at the 
close. It is said that there are very few bonds to 
be had as low as — and a considerable advance 
is predicted. Insiders in the companies de- 
clare that developments ll soon be made 
which will convince the public that securities 
are altogether too low. One hundred shares of 
Gas Trust certificates were sold at 45 buyer 
30. This security did not change much in

MASTERS AND OREWS RELEASED. 


The Men on the Vessels Seized in Behring 
Sea Set Free. 

Victoria, B. C., Sept. 17.—Capt. Warren, 
a sealing schooner owner, arrived from Sitka 
on the steamer Ancon today. The Captain 
stated that after arriving at Sitka the ist of 
July last, he had been living on the steam- 
schooner Dolphin together with his mate, 
John Reilly. During their detention they 
were well used in every respect. After 
the arrival of the Ancon from the south Gov. 
Swineford came into Marshal Atkins’ office 
while Capt. Warren was there and stated 
that papers had been received from Wasn- 
ington ordering the release of the masters, 
mates, and all the crews of the seized schoon- 
ers, both British and American. There are 
altogether eleven schooners in Sitka. - The 
British sealers are the Dolphin, Anna Beck, 
Grace, W. F. Sayward, and the Ada, the lat- 
ter having been seized Aug. & and having 
arrived in Sitka the day before the 
Ancon arrived from the south. She had 1,876 
skins on board at the time. The American 
sealers are the Lillie L., the Annie, Alpha, 
Kate, Annie Challenge, and the Alhe I. Al- 
ger, the latter having arrived Friday of last 
week. She had on board 1,600 skins. The 
Allen has not yet reachea Sitka. The Allen 
Blum was incorrectly reported as seized. 
The news of their release was not taken in 

grace by some of the seized Captains, 
who would have preferred to have gone into 
court instead of being dismissed without a 
word of expianation after asix weeks’ de- 
tention. 

By the cutter Rush there arrived a sailor 
in Sitka who is the only survivor of the 
whaling schooner Napoleon, which was 
wrecked in the Arctic two years ago. He 
telis a terrible tale of suffering. The vessel 
got crushed in the ice, the crew had to take 
to the boats, and the man who arrived in 
Sitka was one of eighteen men who were on 
the ice for thirty days. During this time his 
seventeen companions died from starvation 
and exposure. He was picked up by the Es- 
quimaux and lived among them until the 
trip of the Bear into the Arctic, when he was 
found among his protectors. The cutter 
brought him down and connected witn the 
Rush in Behring Sea, and the latter brought 
him to Sitka.

Everybody was writing plays in those 
days, and Shakspeare had tl.em_ to select from. 
He borrowed from every source, but after he left 
the play it was his. It bore his stamp of genius. 
No mere literary man like Bacon could haye 
done it. No successful plays today are written 
by persons not connected with the stage. Be- 
cause Shakspeare could not spell, and misspelled 
even his own name, amounted to nothing. No- 
body could spell in those days. — r spelled 
his name Ratriey and Rowley. They went by 
the sound of words.

Bonds for Mackay. 


New York, Sept. 17.—|Special.]—The Pool 
Commissioners and Traffic Managers of the 
trunk lines, the central traffic lines, and the 
transcontinental lines are in a muddle. Last 
spring the Traffic Managers and. Pool Com- 
missioners of the lines between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific coasts made out a new vote- 
sheet to take effect May 9. The rate-sheet 
covers many pages of large paper and com- 
prises articles of every possible description. 
Under the head of “dry goods” is to be 
found the word “ bustle.” The rate affixed 
to this is $3 per hundred pounds. Under the 
head of wire goods” is to be found the 
word “ hoopskirts.”” The rate affixed to this 
is $1.50 per hundred pounds. Messrs. Stiefel, 
Sachs & Co., No. 18 Walker street, this city, 
extensive dry-goods shippers, shipped all 
their bustles as wire goods. In July the 
agent of the transcontinental lines in San 
Francisco reported to the Star Union Agent 
Line in Philadelphia that a nigher or dry- 
goods charge should be made on these goods. 
The matter was finally referred to Commis- 
sioner Fink, who ruled that they were busties 
and subject to dry-goods rates. Then the 
Broadway Classification Committee discussed 
the case, but they could not decide, and re- 
ferred it to the Central Traffic Association, 
composed of the representatives of the lines 
between Chicago and the Missouri River, and 
headed by Commissioner G. R. Blanchard. 
This association finally gave it up, and could 
not agree on a verdict. Then the matter 


went to the Committee of the transcon- 
tinental lines between Omaha and the Pacific 
coast, of which L. G. Cafinon is a member. 

The transcontinental people, after several 
wordy meetings and a coupie of all-night ses- 
sions, succeeded in coming to an agreement. 
The articles were hoopskirts. The Califor- 
nia Fast-Freight Line having obtained a ver- 
dict from one committee, referred the case 
back to the Star Union Line to be reconsid- 
ered.

THE TALK IN WALL STREET. 


The Stringency of the Money Market—Sale 
of Bonds for Mackay. 

New York, Sept. 17.—[ Special. Muen 
wonderment was expressed by financial men 
at yesterday’s bad bank statement and no- 
body seemed able to explain what had become 
of the proceeds of the $3,500,000 in 4 per cent 
bonds sold to the Treasury by a Wall street 
banking nouse Wednesday. If that money was 
in New York’s banks the clearing-houses’ 
weekly statements were not of much value as 
indicating anything worth paying attention 
to, so the interested ones agreed. Some disap- 
pointed bulls went even further and 
suspected that the bears, up wt 
new wickedness, had locked up enough money 
to offset the good effects from the deposit 
of the boud proceeds. The truth is that the 
$3,500,000 (with the premium close to $4,000,- 
000) did not enter the New York bank state- 
ment at all. All of that big lot of bonds sold 
to the Treasury by Harvey Fisk & Sons be- 
longed outside of New York. The Treasury's 
check in payment of the whole lot was ex- 
changed for gold certificates at once, which 
were immediately put in charge of an express 
company and hurried to their destination. 
That destination was San Francisco. The 
owner of that $3,500,000 of 414 per cent bonds 
was Mr. Mackay’s Bank of Nevada.

WHEREAS, We Americans hold 

continuance of our present system of 

tion and naturalization of foreigners is detri- 

mental to the welfare of our beloved country 

and that the time is tast approaching when rigid 

restriction of immigration will be necessary, in 


order to preserve the peace and prosperity of our 


people and the stability of our institutions; that 
the time bas arrived when a new departure must 
be taken by the Government of the American 
people looking to the elimination and restriction 
of all evil-disposed foreigners from landing on 
our shores or becoming citizens of the United 
States; ana 

WHEREAS, The past has demonstrated that 
hordes of foreign immigrants whom we have 
welcomed to our land and to whom we have 
given the right of citizenship without regard to 
character or qualification are the refuse suojects 
of European nations, who, by teaching and 
training, are upfit subjects to be- 
come American citizens; banding together 
in societies for the destruction of 
private property and personal liberty, becoming 
the political and social agitators of every cause 
looking to the destruction of private rights, head- 
ing and encou all disturbance of labor, 
seeking to array labor against capital, setting 
themselves up as the judges of the rights of the 
American people, committing murder, arson, and 
other crimes by means of secret organizations, 
thrusting aside the American citizen and wage- 
worker to make place for themselves, preventing 
by threats the children of American citizens 
from apprenticeship to trade—the enemies of all 
free government by the goople: and, 

WHEREAS, Both the publican and Demo- 
cratic parties are unwilling to adopt an adequate 
policy on this question, and have in recent elec- 
tions pandered to the worst element of foreign- 
born citizens, giving them prominence as the 
balance of voting power, offering offices as a re- 
ward for their political labor. and setting up new 
parties composed of foreigners to accomplish 
their selfish ends, having no issue save the issue 
of offices; therefore, 

kesolved, That we, the representatives of the 
American party, in convention assembled. in 
discharge of the duty we e our constituents 
and our country, and in order to perpetuate the 
sentiment ot America for the Americans, unite 
in the following declaration: 

1. That our present system of immigration and 
naturalization of foreigners is detrimental to the 
welfare of the United States, and we K our- 
selves to its restriction and regulation. o that 
end we demand the establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Immigration by Congress, the head of 
which shall be —＋ by the President ot the 
United States, and who shall be a member of his 
Cabinet. 

2. We demand a revision of the naturalization 
laws, mak a continued residence of fourteen 
years an indispensable requisit for citizenshi 
and excluding ail Communists, Socialists, Nihil- 
ists, Anarchists, paupers, and criminais from 
naturalization as American citizens; but no in- 
terference with the vested rights of foreigners. 

8 To protect and promote the American free 
common-school system; and we recommend that 
the several States and Territories establish by 
law a system of free common schools for the 
universal and enforced education of our chil- 


dren. 

4. That the safety of the Republic rests largely 
with her citizens who have small holdisgs of her 
soil, and any attempt at the destruction of the 
ownership thereof is revolutionary and in viola- 
tion of the guarantees of our Constitution. We 
hoid that American lands should be reserved for 
American citizens; that no alien non-residents 
should be permitted to own real estate in the 
United States, and thatthe real-estate ses- 
sions of resident aliens should be limited in area 
and value; we condemn the system of donat 
the public lands to private corporations; and al 
lands heretofore donated to railroad corporations 
by the Government on conditions which have not 
been complied «ith should be reclaimed and 
opened for settlement by American citizens. 

5. The vast sums of money accumuiated in the 
Treasury from the taxation of the people in ex- 
cess of the necessities of the Government shouid 
be released to the people; and we demand a ju- 
dicious system of int rnal improvements, anc fa- 
vor the construction of suitable fortifications 
and the building up of a navy compatible with 
our station among the nations of the earth. 

6. We reassert tne American principle of abso- 
jute freedom of religious worship belief, the 
permanent separation of Church and State; and 
we oppose the appropriation of the money or 
property of the people to gny church or institu- 
tion administered by a church. 

7. We recognize the right of labor to organize 
for its protecuon and * lawful and peace- 
abie means to secure to if the greatest reward 
for its thrift and industry. 

8. We demand and advocate a firm and con- 
sistent foreign policy and a vigorous assertion of 
our National dignity and respect to our flag on 
land and sea; especially do we demand the as- 
sertion and vindication of the rights of our citt- 
zens to an equal participation in the fisheries in 
the North Atiantic Ocean; and we view with 
alarm the aims and purposes of European Pow- 
ers to absorb and establish protectorates over the 
islands adjacent to our Pacific coast; and we de- 
mand an emphatic reassertion and a vigorous 
maintenance of the American doctrine as handed 
down to us by our fathers, excluding European 
Governments from ail interterence with the 
practical affairs of the Western world. -

Blaine Expresses His Regrets. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 17.—[Special. |— 
Yesterday was the great day of the centen- 
nial anniversary so far as public spectacles 
were concerned. It was devoted to a display 
of the military forces of the Nation and of 
the States. Of the former the array was 
strictly representative. There werea very 
few companies constituting a part of the 
regular army in numbers, bearing scarcely 
the proportion to the whole that the few na- 
tive Indians showing themselves at times in 
the city bore to our only existing foe. In 
like manner the navy was represented 
by a few companies of marinés, our 
ironciads existing mostly in the shape 
of ore awaiting transportation from the 
mines and by a few wooden vessels exhibited 
in the river near by under the protection of 
the fire companies and the police of Phila- 
delphia. Even Italy could blow our united 
navy gut of the water and bombard our great 
cities- in an hour. Perhaps in case of attempt 
to do it our best hold fora defense would be 
to offer to receive without cost from the hos- 
tile sailors and marines their declaration of 
intention to become citizens. That is the way 
we have peopled our country. 

The show made by the States was much 
more imposing and creditable. Naturally 
the smail and more distant States were not 
represented, or sent but few ; but what 
is the matter with Illinois, In- 
diana, not to mention the more important 
Soutnern States! The latter are just recoy- 
ering from the effects of the war, but why 
could a State that can afford a ting 
combine“ at her Capital at a cost of $40,000 to 
$50,000 not appropriate a little towards 
worthily celebrating our great centennial? 
I looked in vain for a regiment or a company 
from any State west of Ohio, save Iowa. 
lowa sent a few fine companies, which 
were much cheered, as they deserved. 
Doubtless there is no law against military 
companies coming to Philadelphia at their 
own expense, but do the people of Illinois 
require it or would they complain if one of 
its many regiments of well-drilled soldiers 
were sent to represet them on so interesting 
an occasion? Illinois is less distant than 
3 but I have every day since arrival 
at Philadelphia looked in vain for the name 
of a prominent citizen, not to say an officer, of 
the State in attenddnce here.

THE HIBERNIAN BANQUET. 


Irishmen Congratalated Upon Their Patriot- 
ismand Humanity. 

Punani, Pa., Sept. 17.—Three hun- 
dred persons sat down to the centennial ban- 
quet of the Hibernian Society this afternoon. 
Arter the members had been seated a few 
moments the President arrived. As the 
President entered the entire assemblage 
arose, and amidst cheers and the waving of 
handkerchiefs the Chief Executive was es- 
corted to his seat by the side of the Chair- 


man, Ex-Gov. Andrew Curtin. After half an 
hour’s intermission, Chairman Curtin rapped 
for order and introduced Gov. Green of ew 
Jersey, who responded to the toast, The 
Constitution of the United States.” Chair- 
man Curtin, after a few moments’ intermis- 
sion introduced President Cleveland, Who 
spoke as follows: 

I should hardly think my participation in the 
centennial celebration satisfactory ifI had not 
the opportunity of meeting the representatives 
of the society which, through its antiquity and 
associations. bears a close relation to the events 
ot the time we commemorate. That you cele- 
brate this occasion is a reminder of the fact that 
in the troublous and — days of our country 
those whose names s upon your roll of mem- 
bership nobly fought for the cause of free gov- 
ernment and for the homes which they found 
upon our soil. No society or corporation, I am 
sure, has in its charter or its traditions and his- 
tory a better or more valuable certificate of its 
patriotic worth and character than you have, 
and which is found in the words of Washington, 
who, in 1782, declared of the Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick, of which this association is the suc- 
cessor: “It has always been noted for the firm 
adherence of its members to the glo- 

cause in which we are engaged, 

I notice upon the letter which I 
received from your Secretary that one of the ob- 
cts of your society is stated to be for the re- 
et of immigrants from Ireland,” and this leads 
me to reflect how nearly allied the love of coun- 
try is to kindly humanity, and how naturally. in 
such a benevolent purpose as the assistance and 
relief of your stranger and needy immigrants this 
society follows the patriotism in which it had its 
origin. Long may the Hibernian Society live 
and prosper; long may its benevolent and hu- 
mane work be prosecuted; and when another 
centennial of the Constitution is celebrated may 
those who shall then form its membership be as 
fuily in sympathy with patriotism, its history 
and traditions, and ready to join in the general 


] felicitation as men I see about me here.

Banquet Tendered the President by the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

PuHiILape.paia, Pa., Sept. 17.—[Special.]— 
The ceremonies of the centennial celebra- 
tion were brought to a fitting close tonight 
by an official banquet to President Cleveiand 
tendered by the University of Pennsylvania 
and a number of other educational and sci- 
entific institutions. The banquet was given 
in the Academy of Music, and all the prep- 


_arations were made upon a scale of the great- 


est magnificence. There were about 800 
guests, among whom were included a large 
number of distinguished men, members of the 
President’s Cabinet, officers of the army and 
navy, and the Governors of many of the 
States. The vast building was elaborately 
decorated and a brilliant assemblage viewed 
the banquet from the balconies. Provost 


William Pepper of the University of Penn- 
sylvania presided, and there were responses 
to toasts by President Cleveland, Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court 
Stanley Matthews, President of the Senate 
John James In Gov. Fitzhugh Lee of 
Virginia, Charles Francis Adams, Gen. 
Philip H. Sheridan, Admiral Stephen B. 
Luce, Sir Lyon Playfair, Marquis de Cham- 
brun, Andrew D. White of New York, Hon. 
John A. Kasson, President of the Constitu- 
tional Centennial Commission, and ex-Gov, 
Henry M. Hoyt of Pennsylvania. The Presi- 
dent spoke feelingly of the occasion of the 
celebration and his relations to the people of 
the United States. He said: 


On such a day as this and in the atmosphere 
that now surrounds him, I feel that the Presi- 
dent of the United States should be thoroughly 
modest and humbie. The great office he occupies 
stands today in the presence of its maker; and it 
is especially fitting for this servant of the people 
and creature of the Constitution, amid the m- 
pressive scenes of this centennial occasion, by a 
rigid selfish examination to be assured concern- 
ing his loyalty and obedience to the laws of his 
existence. e will find that the rules prescribed 
for his nee require for the performance 
of his uty, not the intellect or attain- 
ments which would raise him far above the 
feeling and sentiment of the plain oes of the 
land, but rather such a knowledge of their condi- 
tion and — with their wants and needs 
as will bring him near to them. And, though he 
may be almost appalied by the weight of his re- 
sponsibility and the solemnity of the situation, 
he cannot fail to find comfort and encourage- 
ment in the success the fathers of the Constitu- 
tion wrought from their simple. patriotic devo- 
tion tothe rights and interests of the people. 
Surely he may hope that, if reverently invoked, 
the spirit which gave the Constitution life will 
be sufficient for its successful operation and the 
accomplishment of its beneficent purposes. Be- 
cause they are brought nearest to the events and 
scenes which marked the birth of American in- 
stitutions, the people of Philadelphia should of 
all our citizens be most imbued with sentiments 
of the broadest patriotism. The first Continental 
Congress and the Constitutional Convention met 
here, and Philadelphia still has in her keeping 
Carpentire’s Hall, Independence Hall and its 
bell, and the grave of Franklin. As I look about 
me and see here represented the societies that 
express so largely the culture of Philadelphi 
its love of art, its devotion to science, its regar 
for the broadest knowledge, and its studi- 

care for historical research—societies 
of which antedate the Constitu- 
feel that am in a notable 
company. To you is given the duty of preserv- 
ing and protecting for your city, for all your 
fellow-countrymea, and for mankind, the 
traditions and the incidents relatedto the estab- 
lishment of the freest and best government ever 
vouchsafed to man. It is a sacred trust, and as 
time leads our Government further and further 
from the date of its birth, may you solemnly re- 
member that a nation exacts of you that these 
traditions and incidents shall never be tarnished 
nor neglected, but that, brightly burnished, they 
may always be held aloft, fastening the gaze of 
a patriotic people and keeping alive their love 
and reverence for the Constitution. 


MEETING OF THE GOVERNORS. 


Considering the Question of Erecting a Mon- 


ument in Independence Square. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 17.—A meeting 
of the Governors of the States to consider 
the question of erecting a monument in Inde- 
pendence Square in commemoration of the 
adoption of the Constitution was held in 
Gov. Beaver’s heaaquarters in the Lafayette 
Hotel this afternoon. Gov. Beaver presided, 
and among the Executives present were Bod- 
well of Maine, Green of New Jersey, Buckner 
of Kentucky, Richardson of South Carolina, 


Wilson of West * — Ames of Massachu- 
setts, Hughes of Arkansas, Larrabee of Iowa, 
Thayer of Nebraska, Scaies of North Caro- 
lina, and Pennoyer of Oregon. It was de- 
ciaed to appoint an Executive Committee, 
consisting of seven Governors, seven Phila- 
delphia city officials, and thirteen members of 
the Citizens’ Committee, who shall be empow- 
ered to take any action in regard to the con- 
templated monument and report su bsequent- 
ly t© the General Committee. The idea to 
have the monument erected by the thirteen 
original States was amended to have all the 
States in the Union participate in the con- 
Be A 

rov. Buckner ot Kentucky s ted that 
arrangements be made for an — meet- 
ing of the Governors of the various States 
for the purpose of social intere urse and the 
Interchange of views. After discussion as to 
the scope of the contemplated meeting a res- 
olution containing Buckner’s idea was 
adopted, a committee of tive being named to 
arrange time and place. 

Gov. Beaver announced that he had in his 
possession a cup and saucer for each of the 
Executives of the States and Territories, a 
present from a New Jersey establishment, 
showing the progress of the latter State in 
porcelain manufacture in recent years.

Mr.. Cleveland’s Snub of Foraker. 
Wasnixorox, D. C., Sept. 17,—[Special.]— 
The Ohio people in Washington today have 
been interested in a report from Philadelphia 
that the President’s wife had carried politics 
into social tife by snubbing the Governor of 
Ohio and his wife. The report was that at 
the reception where President Cleveland and 
Gov. Foraker were both guests when Mrs. 
Cleveland was presented to the Governor and 
his wife she turned aside without giving 
them any recognition. The report was not 
generally believed in Washington, the only 
thing that gave it any probability being 
the ostentatious way in which the 
White House people had caused it 
to de understood that the President intended 
to snub Gov. Foraker in not replying to his 
invitation to visit Ohio. Comments on this 
course were not 80 2 as the President 
Se, thought they would be, but no one 
ere supposes that Mr. Cleveland intended to 
make more notorious his dislike of Foraker 
by such an offense against propriety as that 
said to have been committed at Philadelphia. 
No one has been more tenacious than the 
President in insisting that those who criti- 
cise the acts of Grover Cleveland shall yield 
roper respect to the Chief Magistrate of the 
ation, and he could hardly countenance an 
other attitude toward those who also hold of- 
ficial positions. Besides, Mrs. Cleveland’s 
tact since she has been mistress of the 
White House has caused her friends to deny 
that any such incident as that reported at 
Philadelphia could have happened. 


What the London “ Times” Thinks. 
Lonpbon. Sept. 17.—The Times, speaking of

A WATER FAMINE IN WASHINGTON. 


It Is Caused by the Bursting of a Big 
Main. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 17.—Another 
water famine is upon the greater portion of 
this city, caused by the third break within a 
short time of the 36-inch water main which 
supplies all of Washington north of L street. 
The break is the most serious which has yet 
occurred, and it is feared that the northern 
part of the city will be without water for 


some days to come. The break took place 
about 8 o’clock this morning without a mo- 
ment’s warning. Suddenly, and witha loud 
report, the water spouted up in the air. The 
people in the peighborhood were startied 
from their Sleep b the noise and 
in a few momefits the vicinity of the acci- 
dent was alive with excited and alarmed peo- 
ple. On the south side of L street; between 
Twentieth and Twenty-first streets, a column 
ot water broke from the pavement with a 
roar and a rush that could be heard squares 
away. L street, from Nineteenth to Twenty- 
first street, was one great river, the water 
pouring along like a torrent and deep enough 
to float a boat. The property damaged is 
considerable, but this is as nothing compared 
with the inconvenience to thousands of citi- 
zens and certain disaster in case of fire. The 
public wells were exhausted atan early hour 
and crowds of peopie with buckets in han 
were walking from place to place in the en- 
deavor to obtain enough water to prepare the 
morning meal. 


GUARDING enn BANE OFFI- 


In his next report to Congress the Control- 
ler of the Currency may include an impor- 
tant suggestion to the effect that the Nation- 
al Bank act be so amended as to prevent, 
under severe penalties, the compromising 
by any bank of any case of misappropriation, 
embezzlement, misapplication of funds, or 
anything else which now renders any officer 
or empioye of a National bank liable toa 
criminal prosecution under the act now in 
force. The sections of the Revised Statutes 
relating to National: bunks set out with 
great clearness and exactitude of language 
the various acts that are made criminal 
offenses. Embezzlement, or the tampering 
with any of the books, records, or securities 
of a bank by any one connected with it; the 
counterfeiting of a bank note; the having m 
one’s possession plates from which notes are 
printed, and, in fact, any other thing of the 
same character, are all severely punished, 
but nothing is said abouta cashier ‘getting 
away with $100,000 and the directors agree- 
ing not to prosecute him if he returns $5v,- 
000. Compounding a felony is 4 
yet the revised statutes are silent 
on this point, and in the compilation of 
the various sections made by the Controller 
of the Currency for the guidance of the Na- 
tional bank officers not a word is said about 
the subject. Yet, as a matter of fact, offi- 
cers and emoloyés have embezzled funds and 
escaped the penitentiary either because they 
stole enough to make a respectable showing 
by a compromise, or else because their bonds- 
men made the amount. A press dispatch 
from Glens Falls, N. Y., early this week re- 
ported Charles B. Ide bookkeeper of 
the First National Bank of that 
place, an embezzler to the extent of 
$18,000. “Ide wil not be prosecuted,”’ 
the dispatch concluded. Acting Controller 
of the Currency Abrahams when asked about 
the matter today said that banks were not 
supposed to compromise cases of this kind, 
and it was certainly not in the interests of 
good morals to do so. The office of the Con- 
troller of the Currency, he said, was not 
charged with criminal prosecution, but he 
22 it ought to be taken out of the power 
of a bank to grant immunity from a criminal 
prosecution and it ought to be made incum- 
bent on the bank to bring the criminal to 
justice.

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 17.—[Special.]—A suit 
which it ig believed is intended to shut off Count 
Mitkiewicz’s Chinese Telephone scheme has 
been entered by the American Bell Telephone 
Company in the United States Circuit Court of 
this city against William E. Turnbull, the in- 
ventor of the long-distance telephone. The 
Judges of the court upon the billin equity filed 
by the Bell Company today signed an order pro- 
viding that until the hearing of the motion the 
defendant is restrained from directly or indi- 
rectly making, using, or furnishing to others for 
use any electric speaking telephones or tele- 

honic apparatus whatever, embracing and em- 

ying the inventions and improvements, orany 
material parts thereof. claimed in the letters 
patent of the complainant corporation granted 
to Bell. Nov. 1 is fixed for the hearing.

‘midst of such excitement as we have here the 
stories of Mrs. Woodworth’s work are apt to 
grow by repetition, people unconsciously ex- 
aggerating the reports of her wondrous 
cures, so that there is some little difficulty in 
getting the exact facts. Mrs. Woodworth 
makes the blind to see, the deaf to hear, the 
lame to walk, the diseasea to be made whole, 
and the sciatic and rheumaticto jump for 
joy, and glorify the Lord. She has cured 
cancer, heart disease, bra n trouble, epilepsy, 
consumption, catarrh, cuticura, ingrowing 
toenails, spinal disease, neuralgia, paralysis, 
boils, and a host of other diseases that flesh 
is heir to. But one cannot believe all that is 
told of her. For instance, there is a little boy 
here who lost some of his toes by a freight- 
train, and it was reported that Mrs. Wood- 
worth had touched the stump and new toes 
sprouted out. Mrs. Woodworth was asked 
about this case today and frankly acknow!l- 
edged that it wasn’t true. She said it was 
the invention of a local reporter who is pos- 
sessed of Satan. 

In order to get at the facts in the case TAI

Woodworth or investigating her work. The 
sensation she has created and is creating is 
without parallel.

She claims to be 
endowed with apostolic fire, or inspiration, 
the same as that given the apostles on the

descended on them, and they spoke with 
divers. tongues. There is little doubt that 
Mrs. Woodworth is the coming evaagelist. 
Mr. Moody is getting somewhat passé as an 
evangelist—if one may use such a term—at 
least, he needs rest. Sam Jones has had his 
day; he needs a rest‘also. So do the peo- 
ple he has preached to. Harrison, 
the boy preacher, is now gettin 
along toward 60, and it is a 
right to give him a rest. Mrs. Woodworth 
has the eloquence of Sam Jones without his 
coarseness; she has the earnestness of Har- 
rison with something more added; moreover, 
she is able to perform miracles, which is more 
than the others coulddo. Sam Jonesclaimed 
to have pertormed a miracle when he filled 
the Casino Rink in Chicago chuck full of 
people every night, and those who know Mr. 
Jones best are the readiest to acknowled 
his claim. But that isn’t the sort ot miracle 
Mrs. Woodworth performs. Hers are ortho- 
dox miracles of the Bible pattern. So far as 
the meagre records in the case go it would 
seem that she has already performed more 
miracles than all the aposties combined. 

The meetings here are heidin Oakland 
Park, a pleasant picnic ground near the city 
limits.

maids-in-waiting to Mrs. Woodworth. Mrs. 
Woodworth hasalso a business manager who 
attends to the advertising and the sale of her 
books and photographs, and who acts also as 
advance — in — out the route. He 
is a shrewd young man, Is Mr. T. W. Demp- 
sey, the business man Mrs. Woodworth 
has also a nusband, Mr. P. H. Wood worth, 
who acts as doorkeeper, assistant treasurer, 
and general factotum. These five form Mrs. 
Woodworth's regular and permanent staff, 
but in addition to these she has a number of 
volunteer friends and camp-followers who 
come along toshout, and sing, and testify, 
— pretes the Lord with tempestuous ver- 

sity.

Neither the Provincials Nor the Citizens of 
Paris Influenced Much by the Pian of 
Royalty Presented—Emin Bey Safe and 
Awaiting the Arrival of Stanley—Russia

Affairs. 

Panis, Sept. 17.—[Copyright, 1887, by James 
Gordon Bennett. — The Comte de Paris has 
now for four days appeared before the 
French nation in the röle of a savior of s- 
ciety. His menu of modernized monarchy has 
been sown broadcast throughout France; but 
there is not yet the shghtest sign that royalty 
will reap from it any harvest. The masses 
of the people read it with indifference or with 
the platonic curiosity with which the daily 
read posters of some new financial prospectus 
or advertising scheme. Even in feverish, 
over impressionabie Paris the manifesto 
causes no outburst of party animosity. 
President Grévy read the mani- 
festo at Mount Sous Vaudray Monday 
morning. After pondering over each phrase 
with his scrutinizing legal mind he slowly 
rose from his chair and said: It is a weil- 
written historic thesis. It is thoroughly aca- 
demic, but it contains nota particle of dan- 


ger to the Republic.“ M. Rouvier, who pre- 


sides over the most moderate and Conserva- 
tive Cabinet that has governed France for 
years, after reading the manifesto said: 
“This will consolidate Republicans more 
than anything that could have been devised. 
It shows the necessity for Republicans of all 
shades rallying around the Republic, and 
will force myself and colleagues to seek the 
majority in the ranks of Republicans solely, 
and not count, as hitherto, on the votes of 
Conservatives.”’ The effect of the manifesto 
is briefly stated. The French people, no 
matter of what political stripe they may be, 
in a mild, platonic sort of way commend 
the descendant of the Capets for com- 
ing down from their sublime atmosphere 
of generalities and enunc ating clearly and 
distinctly his political creed. They approve 
his pluck in throwing overboard once for all 
the fiction of Divine right, but feel convinced

A SENSATION AT GUILDFORD. 


The Town Greatly Excited by the Pranks of 
Two Children. 

Lonpon, Sept. 17.— [New York World Ca- 
ble. — The classic Town of Guildford 
has had a great sensation this week. 
Last Sunday morning the grand-daugh- 
ers of Gen. Westis of Highfield house 


disappeared. They were aged respectively 
li and 9. When last seen they were playing 
upon the lawn near the house before break- 
fast. The grounds were first searched, and 
then, on not being found, the General be- 
came very much alarmed, and became con- 
vinced that the children were stolen away 
by gypsies. Notice was at once sent to the 
police. The news was telegraphed to vari- 
ous stations along the line. The clergy sus- 
pended service in the churches so the par- 
ishioners might turn out to hunt for the 
lost babes. Country gentlemen for miles 
around mounted their fleetest horses 
and sent their men up and down 
through every byway to intercept the 
villains who had carried off the children. 
The venerable rector of St. Nicholas, a very 
aged man, started out and spent the day also 
searching. The children were found in the 
latter part of the day in a patch of woods 
three miles from town. Their appearance 
justified the worst fears of their anxious rel- 
atives. The littie children told a woful tale. 
A tramp had come suddenly over the wall 
and had grasped them and hurried them off. 
threatening to kill them if they made a noise. 
He had taken off their rich clothes and had 
put in their place r Their stockings were 
cut into slits, their faces and hunds were 
stained a dark brown with walnut juice, and 
their legs were also richly colored. Accord- 
ing to the infants they had been gagged dur- 
ing a part of the day and the mouth of oneof 
the children was bleeding from her cruel 
treatment. The relativesof these lost dar- 
lings were overcome with horror at 
this story. The children then describea the 
man who carried them off. He was a 
beetle-browed, swarthy-complexioned, black- 
bearded giant. This description was fur- 
nished to the police and a handsome reward 
offered for his discovery. The town has 
been convulsed with excitement. During 
the week’s search anxious mothers have 
hardly ventured to let their chiidren out of 
their sight. English papers have given 
much attention to this remarkable attempt 
to steal two chiidren of one of the most 
ome aoe men of Guildford. The sequel, 
owever, proved not so dramatic. The fact 
that the police could find no evidence of a 
tramp led some of the more shrewd to sus- 
pect the story, and the venerable rector who 
apes three hours last Sunday searching for 

ese little lambs has finally succeeded in ex- 
tracting a confession from the younger that 
the story was made up and that they had 
torn their own clothes and stained their own 
faces for the purpose of creating a sensation.

Paris, Sept. 17.—The Temps relates that 
during the Berlin Congress Prince Bismarck 
personally proposed to the Turkish Plenipo- 
tentiary to curtail — by making Tir- 
nova the Capital instead of Sophia, promising 
the support of Germany against Russian en- 
croachments in return for the right of Ger- 
many to occupy Varna in perpetuity. The 
Sultan rejected the offer, and Germany has 
since been less favorable to Ottoman in- 
terests. 


Progress of the Cholera. 
Rome, Sept. 17.—During the last twenty- 
four hours there have been twenty-six new 
cases of cholera and fourteen deathsin Na- 


ples; six new cases and six deaths in Cata- 
nia; nine new cases and seven deaths in Pa- 
lermo; sixty-five new cases and twenty-eight 
deaths in Messina.

Rome, Sept. 17.— There have been eight 
new cases of cholera and six deaths in Cata- 
nia during the twenty-four hours ending last 


evening, 159 new cases and forty-five deaths 
in Messina, and thirty-two gew cases and ten 
deaths in the Province of Naples. 


Three More Victims Die. 
Lonpon, Sept. 17.—Three more persons in- 


jured in the accident on the Midland Rail- 
way near Doncaster have died.

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE MEETING OF 
BISMARCK AND KALNOKY. 

. ‘ — 

Europe to Maintaln Neutrality Concerning 
Affairs in Bulgaria—Ferdinard to Be 
Left to His Own Kesources—Kaiser Will- 
iam Still in Good Health—No Meeting 
of the Emperors to Take Place—Discus- 
sing the French Situation—Condition of 
the German Crown 

BERLIN, Sept. 17.—[Copyright, 1887, by New 

York Associated Press. * Kalnoky 

will leave Friedrichsruhe tomorrow, stop- 

ping a few hours in Berlin. He will proceed 
to Dresden Monday, and Tuesday willi return 
to Vienna. Although his conference with 

Prince Bismarck isa recurrence of the an- 

nual meeting agreed upon some years ago, 

the significance of his present visit is hight- 
ened by his recent diplomatic oscillations. 

While Prince Bismarck was at Kissingen 

the Austrian Government had reason to 

fear that his desire to renew cor- 

dial relations with Russia would carry ‘im 

too far and imperil the Central European al- 

liance. Whatever Bismarck’s motive was, it 
is certain he played with Count Schouvaloff, 
the Russian Ambassador, and humored the 

Czar into the belief that Germany would back 

Russia’s policy toward Bulgaria, even to the 

limit of offending Austria. Since the devel- 

opments of the Bismarckian policy have un- 
deceived the Czar the relations between Ger- 
many and Russia have been colder than ever. 

Bismarck’s refusal to mediate or intervene in 

any way in the Bulgarian question was 

the climax of Russia's disappoint- 
ment, while it convinced Austria that 


she could rely on the permanent 
strength of the alliance with Germany. 
Count Kalnoky’s presence at Friedrichsruhe, 
ia connéction with the Czar’s avoidance of a 
meeting with the Emperor, sets a seal upon 
the alliance, while at the same time promis- 
‘ing a more vigorous common policy on the 
part of Austria and Germany. The inter- 
view between Bismarck and Ralnoky means 
a new phase of the Bulgarian question; it 
means a check on Russian intervention, the 
neutrality of Europe toward Prince Fer- 
dinand, leaving him to his own resources, to 
sink or swim, and freedom of action fcr 
the Bulgarians short of anarch or 
troubling the peace of neighboring States. 

The Fremdenblatt, in a suggestive semi-offi- 
cial article, hints at an exchange of views on 

ter matters than the Bulgarian question. 
t says the alnance must display its force 
by exerting a decisive influence at critival 
moments to maintain the of Europe, 
and thus form a bulwark against the flamin 
up of passions which might prove the ruin of 
nations. The North German Gazette repro- 
duces the article without comment. An- 
other subject discussed at the interview 
was the renewal of the Austro-German 
commercial treaty, which promises to be 
soon settied. Hitherto all negotiations 
on that subject have come to naught. Ger- 
many’s intention to raise the corn duties has 
been answered by Austrian threats to in- 
crease the duties on industrial imports. 
Prince Bismarck, atter a conference with 
Herr von Boetticher, determined to postpone 
raising the duties as the answers of the 
Governments of the German States, who 
were invited by circular to give their views 
on the matter, proved that they were not in 
favor of the project. The way was thus 
facilitated for concessions. It is probahbie 
that if no improved treaty is concluded the 
existing one wiil be prolonged. Count Her- 
bert Bismarck shared in the conference. He 
returned to Berlin tonight. 

Emperor William, accompanied by Prince 
and Princess William, Prince Frederick, 
Prince Leopold, and Gen. Von Moitke, left 
Stettin today after dinner. The party ar- 
rived in Berlin at 9 o’clock this evening. The 
Emperor’s sojourn in Stettin was an unqual- 
ified success. It is utterly untrue that Le 
had a fainting fit after the banquet Thursday 
night. He was in excellent health during the 
whole time of his visit. He was engaged 
from 9 o’clock in the morning until evening, 
taking only a short interval for rest 
after dinner, and he stood the fa- 
tigue well. At the close of the 
review of the Second Army Corps, after 
his great exertions of witnessing the evolu- 
tions, he drove slowly down the long extenu- 
ed ranks of the societies of veterans and 
sometimes bted from his carriage during 
the review. He wentto the carriage of the 
Empress to speak to her and to Prince Will- 
iam, and conversed with the foreign officers 
who were present to witness che maneuvres. 
A striking incident of the occasion was the 
appearance of Gen. von Moltke at the head 
of a regiment leading it before the Emperor. 
There was notrace of declining vigor dis- 
played by Gen. von Moltke when he gallopea 
on horseback to the Emperor’s carnage to 
make his report. The Emperor warmly shook 
hands with him amid the acclamations of the 
onlookers. 

The return of the imperial party to Berlin 
finally disposes of the reports that the Em- 

ror would have an interview with the Czar. 

‘ertain papers persisted until the last mo- 
ment that such a meeting had been ar- 
ranged. Thes hes made by Gen. Breart 
and Deputy Caleat the military banquet at 
Toulouse have provoked keener criticism than 
those first made upon the results of the 
French mobilization. The criticisms are less 
favorable to the French troops. The Areuz- 
Zeitung maintains that the experiment does 
not prove that France is ready for a general 
mobilization of her forces. At says the at- 
tempt of the French prese convince the 
country that the army is in a perfect state of 
preparation is all the more grotesque, seeing 
that France has not for years past been so 
incapable to face a war with Germany. The 
formation of eighteen new regiments of in- 
fantry has confused the military arrange- 
ments to such an extent that a general 
mobilization would produce chaos. The 
National Zeitung holds that the mobilization 
experiment has tended to mislead the inflam- 
mable imagination of the French. The Tou- 
louse 8 hes show that France is nota 
Power desiring to act on the defensive, but is 
a centre of constant danger to peace. 

The revival of Chauvinism, combined with 
the manifesto of the Count of Paris, has had 
a depressing effect on the bourse, but does 
not disturb the public. The officiai press 
takes the view that a movement to support 
the Republic by a Government capable of 
forming intimate monarchicalalliances, which 
the Republic cannot do, ought to be dreaded 
by Germany. The Vossische Zeitung (Radical), 
on the contrary, maintains that an Orleanist 
regimen, if possible, would mean peace. 

‘ne success of the German candidates at 
the elections for members of the Bohemian 
Diet to fill the vacancies caused by the res- 
ignations en masse of the German minority 
is complete. The Czech majority now find 
themselves face to face with a compact body 
of German deputies armed with a special 
mandate to insist upon a division of Bohemia 
ing two administrative districts, in ac- 
cordance with the differences of relig- 
ion and language. This result is due 
to the admirable organization and en- 
ergy of the German Central Committee. Na- 
tional Association Committees were formed 
in every town and village where the Germans 
were in sufficient force to count politically. 
Kindred bodies composed of German farmers 
were also formed. The Society of Workmen 
of Prague and the German Boehmerwald 
League were vigorous combatants against 
Czech ascendency. The struggle was embit- 
tered by the feuds between the Germans and 
Slavs. The greatest tact and prudence on 
the part of the Central Government may not 
suffice to prevent an outbreak or collision 
after the meeting of the Diet. 

The Aational Zeitung announces that it is 
the intention of the Government to propose 
at the coming session of the Reichstag a 
change from triennial to quinquennial Par- 
liaments, and also a change from annual to 
biennial budgets. Both propositions are old 
projects of Prince Bismarck. The Govern- 
ment now hopes that the Conservative and 
Nationai liberty majority will secure the pas- 
sage of the bills. The majority are certain 
to agree upon the five-year Parliament prop- 
osition, but it is not certain that they will 
assent to biennial budgets. 

When the Empire was constituted the 
South German States stipulated for an ex- 
emption from the imperial brandy tax. The 
exception is about to be done away with, and 
the whole Empire will be subject to the same 
fiscal legislation. Baden, from Oct. l, will 
adopt the brandy tax. The Wurtemburg 
Chamber of Deputies, by a vote of 6 to 19, has 
also approved the tax. The Bavarian Diet 
is expected to complete fiscal unity by a simi- 
lar measure. 

The Crown Prince is attended at Toblach 
by Dr. Hovel, Senior Surgeon of the London 
Throat Hospital, which was founded by Dr. 
Mackenzie. The Prince takes long walks 
daily. Recentiy he covered twenty miles in 
six hours and returned to the hotel with no 
trace of fatigue. His voice is still hoarse. 
On being asked by a friend how his health 
was, the Prince replied: I cannot yet sing, 
but I teel so well that I hope my voice will be 
all right ere long.”

hattan Athletic Club’s Grounds, — 
NEw York, Sept. 17.— [Special.] Never in tne 


| palmiest days of the Colosseum did a livelier as- 


semblage grace an athletic meeting than that 
which witnessed the twelfth annual champion- 
ship games of the N. A. A. A. A.on the Manhat- 
tan Atbletic Club's grounds this atternoon.

Superintendent Howland on Conducting 
“- Recitations. r 

The Institute of Education held its first 
monthly meeting of the year yesterday morn- 
ing im Central Music-Hall. The house was 
filled with teachers. Superintendent George 
Howland read a paper On the value of proper- 
ly conducting ecitations. The recitation, 
he said, was the principal thing to be thought 
of with the pupil. Ciass recitations were of 
inestimable value. Many disapproved of them 
ou the ground that the bright pupil and the 
stupid one were instructed alike, and that 
the bright one was held back by the stupid 
one. is reasoning was defective because 
the two pupils received the same instruction 
in an entirely different manner. A reci- 
tation should not be merely a parrot- 
like speaking of memorized pages, but 
should be an exposition o what 
the pupil had learned from bis study. 
No teacher could be successful who merely 
asked the printed questions and signified as- 
sent or dissent to the answer. The recita- 
tion's purpose was to show whether or not 
the pupil had fully comprehended that which 
he had studied, and, if he did not, the teacher 
should know the best manner of explanation. 
Mr. Howland touched the * of keeving 
children after school. He denounced the 
practice as pernicious. He thought tac the 
majority of American children spent too 
many years in school and too many hours a 
day. arning could be made pleasant to a 
child, but when every small mistake is pun- 
ished with from ten minutes to half an hour 
after school the life grows weary to them. 
Young scholars, he thought, shouid be given 
no lessons to learn that would require study 
out ot school hours. Those hours they should 
have for physical pore and development. 
No scholar, he said, could learn from an un- 
sympathetic teacher with a nicely pointed 
pencil, who stood there to act the recording 
angel and never drop a friendly vear on his 
unintelligent answers. 


McCarie Indicted by the Grand Jury. 
Two indictments were found by the grand 
jury yesterday against Charles E. McCarle 
for an assault with intent to kill upon Fannie 
and Maggie Durand. Judge Altgeld took 


cognizance of the case Friday, when he re- 
leased the sisters from jail on writs of habeas 
corpus. McCarie and a man named 
Daniel Hawley had had them arrested 
on charges of adultery and larceny. 
The scheme was to prevent the sisters from 
testifying against McCarle Sept. 20, when 
his case is set fora prelyninary hearing. The 
Judge hela McCarle for a hearing in his own 
court yesterday morning under $15,000. It 
was shown that the assault was a ver — 
gravated one. Policeman Mathew Wilson, 
who heard screams Wednesday afternoon at 
No. 208 West Maaison street, where McCarle 
boarded with the girls, burst into the room 
and saw Fannie Durand trying to get up 
from the floor. mcCarle was standing by 
her side. Her face and clothing were cov- 
ered with blood. There was so much blood 
on the floor that it looked as if some one had 
been butchered. McCarie’s hands and coat 
were covered with blood up to the elbows. 
The women who live in the house 
said McCarle was jealous of Fan- 
nie and knocked her down with his 
fist, dragged her around the room by the 
hair, pounded her with his fist, and ground 
his boot beel into her face. Maggie inter- 
fered and was knocked down with a water 
pitcher and otherwise injured. The jurisdic- 
tion of the c urt was denied by counsel for 
Mr. McCarle, but the Judge heid him to the 
grand jury in $10,000 bonds, remarking that 
when the commission of an atrocious crime 
comes to the knowledge of a Judge of the 
Circuit or Superior Courts he has power to 
bind over to the grand jury. It is a some- 
what rare proceeding, only used in ex- 
traordinary cases. seems to me such a 
case. Here is a woman beaten almost to a 
jeily. The case was brought before a police 
magistrate and continued properly enough, 
so far as I know. Warrants were gotten out 
to prevent the girls from testifying. The 
evidence we have heard sets up a strong 
case.

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HYDE PARKERS WANT IT. 


LAWYER BISBEE TELLS WHY THEY 
FAVOR ANNEXATION. 


The Sentiment of Hyde Park, Outside of 
Pullman, Is Almost Unanimous for An- 
nexation—Mr. Bisbee Points Out Numer 
ous Material Advantages Which Would 
Result to the Village—Will Bring the 
Question to a Vote at the November 
Election. 


In tne first place,” said Mr. L. H. Bisbee, 
when talking to a reporter on the question of 
the annexation of Hyde Park to Chicago and 
the arguments of Mr. Banning, published re- 
cently, in opposition to it, there has been 
no petition filed with the County Board on 
the question of annexation. A form of peti- 
tion was prepared by myself and submitted 
to the County Board, with the view of hav- 
ing it corrected, so that there would be no 
technical question raised when the question 
was presented. The petitions are now being 
prepared for signature in Hyde Park, and 
will be signed next week. It is expected 
that the whole Town of Hyde Park will peti- 
tion for annexation excepting that portion 
lying east of Stony Island avenue and 
south of Ninety-flftn street, which i- 
cludes Pullman. We understand that 
the Pullman people desire to become a sep- 
arate village by themselves, and if they do 
so desire they avill not be asked to come into 
the city. If, however, they desire annexa- 
tion we shall let the petition include the 
whole Village of Hyde Park. 

It is surprising how unanimous, outside of 
Puliman, the sentiment is in Hyde Park for 
annéxation. We are informed that nearly 
the whole of South Chicago desires to come 
into the city, and they give additional rea- 
sons therefor from those that have been 
given, among which 1s that, with having an- 
nexation, elevators can be built in South 
Chicago for the storage of grain, the receipts 
of which will be reguiar on the Board of 
Trade, and in that respect giving the com- 
merce of South Chicago an impetus that it 
has never seen before. In fact, we are ad- 
vised that South Chicago will vote for it near- 
lyto a man. Cheltenham is already organized, 
and we are advised that there will be no op- 
position in that village. It is safe to say 
that nineteen out of every twenty voters in 
Oakland, Kenwood, Park Side, and Wood- 
lawn will favor annexation. We expect op- 
position from the local politicians. We mean 


by that, such as now hold office, and such as 
expect to in the little government. 

„The advantages of annexation are so ap- 
parent that nearly every one is convinced of 
its feasibility. Mr. Banning, in his interview 
yesterday, makes the point that we have our 
sewers and water mains throughout the 
northend. They have paid for them by special 
assessment on the property benefited. Sup- 
— they have; nevertheless there are hun- 

reds of streets requiring sewers and water 
mains, lamp-posts, and so forth, which wilt 
be paid for outof the common fund if that 
territory is annexed to the city, and every 
foot of property in the village will appreciate 
as soon as annexation is fully accomplished. 

It is a fact weil known that tne supply of 
water now furnished to the people of Hyde 
Park is taken so near the lake shore that it is 
full ot mineral and fetid vegetable matter, 
which at this time ot year renders it unfit for 
table use. It is also true that all the sewers 
empty into the lake and some of them near 
the point where the water is taken from. If 
we are annexed to the city we can be sup- 
pled by the increased facilities which the 
city is about to build, and our water will be 
furnished us for less than one-half what it 
is now. Besides that, we will have pure 
water to drink. As we are now we get no 
benefit trom the public-school fund in the 
city, but are taxed to the full limit of the 
law-—4\¢ per cent—while in the city they are 
taxed about 3 per cent. It is also true that 
if a man wants to make a loan he has to — 
1 per cent more because it is called a suburban 
loan, while if we go into the city we would 
save that extra expense. 

There is nothing whatever in the point 
made by Mr. Banning concerning the prohi- 
bition districts and the fire ordinarces. The 
Winston bill fully provides that the same 
prohibition districts may be maintained after 
annexation that existed before, and there is 
no danger whatever of the Common Council 
of the City of Chicago doing away with pro- 
hibition districts; nor 1s there any danger of 
any legislation relaxing the prohibition laws 
as they now exist. Itisthe history of this 
country and in all States that prohibition 
does not take backward steps. It would be 
twice as easy today to increase the license 
for saloons to $1,000 as it would be to reduce 
them below $500. 

The limits of Chicago ought to be extended, 
on the north to take in the whole of Lake 
View, and, what would be still better, to ex- 
tend them north to Evanston; on the west 
the whole Town of Cicero ought to come into 
the city; on the south the whole Towns of 
Lake and Hyde Park. This would give us 
one government for the city and a popule- 
tion in 1890 of considerably more than 1,000,-

It costs twice as much to keep up the ma- 
chinery of government in Hyde Park, inelud- 
ing the Fire Department, the Police Depart- 
— the Special Assessment Department, 

d the Water Department, as it would to have 
the same service rendered in a much better 
way through the machinery of the City of Chi- 
cago. In short, annexation will uce our 
taxes materially, will give us many public im- 
provements, such as sewers, lamp-posts, and 
water-mains, without any special assessment 
whatever. It will not only improve our 
schools, but reduce our school taxes more 
than one-half. It will increase our police 
force, benefit the fire r enhance 
reai estate, and make us al feel that we are 
citizens of the grand City of Chicago, and 
have a common interest in her welfare, com- 
merce, and prosperity. 

The kickers will find when it comes to a 
vote that nine-tenths of the voters of the 
town—not speaking of Pullman now—will 
vote for annexation. A meeting will be held 
in South Chicago Monday night for the pur-

mined, we shall put our petitions, already

vote of the people atthe November election.”

Wharton Barker, although one of the clev- 


erest and most enterprising of Philadelphia 
capitalists, has all the simplicity of manner 
and attire of the Society of Friends, of which 
he is a strict member, and in his household he 
always uses the plain language. He lives 
comfortably, but without show, and is never 
seen in fashionable society. Indeed, one of 
the most striking characteristics of the 
wealthiest aud most sagacious of Phil- 
adelphia capitalists is the simplicity with 
which they live. It is a result doubtiess of 
the Quaker training and tradition. 

A fashionable man would be looked at 
askance in the Philadelphia world of finance, 
and millionaires act as if they feared that to

The ordinary population of Ostend is about 
25,000, swelled during the hight of the sea- 
son to 60,000. e visitors are perhaps bet- 
ter provided for than at any other resort of 
its kind in Europein the way of elegant 
hotels, of which there are about twenty that 
may be called high class, handsome villas, and 
fine apartment houses. The buildings are 
all modern, solidly built and well furnished. 
and all accommodations are high-priced. The 
cuisine is uniformly French, and no better 
cooking is to be found in Paris than at some 
of the Ostend hotels. 

The language is a double-headed combina- 
tion of the tough and tender—French and 
Dutch. Grand old Flanders, with its ages 
of importance in the world’s history, never 
seems to have had a permanent, distinct lan- 

age of its own, and even its name is now 

lotted from the maps. French has for 
centuries been the high-toned style of con- 
versation throughout the country,while Flem- 
ish Dutch has been the tongue of the people. 
The two remain in discordant union today, and 
all public notices, signs at railway stations 


trate its thorough unconventionality. A par- 
ty of amphibious Beigians, all masculine, 
were disporting one morning beside me in the 
surf, when from a group of newly-arrived 
bath-wagons there descended into the water 
a coterie of their lady friends.

It is 
interesting to see that fhe American flag is a 
decided favorit. ~ Ue folks of every 
nationality are caught by its striking ar- 
rangement of colors, and “children cry for 
it.“ Their elders are perfectly willing to 
humor this preference, for no matter what 
country they are from there is no animosity 
rankling toward that particular banner.

Consequentiv the year 
passed and the children of the district were 
deprived of the privilege of attending school, 
save such as elected to attend the Catholic 
school at Barton. There was a t deal of 
feeling manifested on the part of many fam- 
ilies at the action of the school meeting, but 
they had no remedy. The school laws of 
Wisconsin provide that when a district fails 
to levy a tax sufficient to maintain @ 
school for the year the School Board 
shall certify to the Town Clerk the amount 
of money 3 for that purpose, and 
that amount shall be incorporated in the tax- 
roll. In this case, however, the members 
the board were all Catholics opposed to hav- 
ing a school, and their duty in the matter 
was not performed. The school law also pro- 
vides that when a district fails for a certain 


time to maintain a school the Town Board of . 


Supervisors may extinguish the district and 
annex the territory to adjoining districts. 
This seems to be the only remedy, and it is 
but a partial one, as the school-houses of ad- 
joining districts are all miles away, and the 
distance would make attendance at school 
difficult for all, if not impossible for the ma- 
jority of the children. :
